LF T the Miniſter be ſent to, not when 
— the Sick is in the Agonies of Death, 
as it is uſual ſo to do, but before his Sick- 
neſs encreaſes too much upon him: For 
When the Soul is confuſed and diſturbed b 
the Violence of the Diſtemper, and Deat 
begins to ſtare the Man in the Face, there 
is little Reaſon to hope for any good Ef- 
fect from the Spiritual Man's Viſitation. 
For how can any Regular Adminiſtration 
_ take Place, when the Man is all over in a 
Diſorder ? How can he be called upon to 
confeſs his Sins, when his Tongue faulters, 
and his Memory fails him? How can he 
receive any Benefit by the Prayer, which 
are offered up for him, when he is not 
able to give Attention to them? Or 
how can he be comforted,” upon any 
fure Grounds of Reaſon or gent oy when 
his Reaſon is juſt expiring, and all his No- 
tions of Religion together with it? Or,

when the Man, perhaps, had never any 
real Sentinients of Religion before? 
It is therefore a Matter of ſad Conſidera-

and think his Office ſo muich to relate to a- 
nother World, that he is not to be treated 
with as long as there is any Hope of Liv: 
ing in this. Which is à fatal Miſtake that 
many Thouſands, tis to be fear'd, run 
themſelves into; ho, neglecting to ſet 
their Houſe in order, in the Beginning o 
their Sickneſs, drive it off till the laſt: A 
then the Miniſter is ſent for in a Hurry; 
and he comes and ſays a few Prayers over 
the Sick, and ſoon after the Man dies, and 
God only knows What becomes of his Soul; 
Jo prevent therefore ſo great a Hazard 
of miſcarrying, it is highly requifite, . the 
Miniſter be ſent for when the ſick Perſon is 
able to be converſed with and inſtructed; 
and can underſtand, or be taught to under- 
ſtand the Caſe of his Soul, and the Rules 
of his Conſcience; and all the feveral Bear- 
ings of Religion, with reſpect to God, his 
Neighbour, and Himſelf For to prepare 
-a Soul for its Change, is a Work of, great 
Difficulty; and the Intercourſes of the Mi-

in them, that they are not to be tranſacted 
at once. Sometimes there is need of ſpe- 
cial Remedies againſt Impatience, and rhe 
Fear of Death ; not only to animate, 
but to make the Perſon deſirous and wil- 
ling to dye. Sometimes it is requiſite to a- 
waken the Conſcience by the Terrors of the 
Lord: to open, by degtees, all the Laby- 
rinths of Sin, (thoſe innumerable Windings 
and Turnings which inſenſibly lead Men 
into Deſtruction) which the habitual Sen- 
ſualiſt can never be able to diſcover, unleſs 
directed by the particular Grace of God, 
and the Aſſiſtance of a faithful andJudicious 
Guide. Sometimes there is need. of the 
Balm of Comfort, to pour in O) and Wine 
(with the good Samaritan) into the bleed- 
ing Wound, by repreſenting the tender 
Mercies of God, and the Love of his Son 
' Jeſus Chriſt to Mankind: And at other 
times it will be neceſſary to reprove, rebuke, 
and exhort, with all Long-ſuffering and Do- 
Frine : So that a Clergy-man's Duty, in the 
Viſitation of the Sick, 1s not over at once ;

And indeed he that qught to watch all 
the Periods of his Life, in the Days of his 
Health, leſt he ſhould be ſurprized and o- 
vercome, had need he watched hen he is 
fick, and aſſiſted and called upon, and re-

_ inſtant of his Temptation. | 

The Want of this makes the Viſitations 
of the Clergy fruitleſs, becauſe they are 
not ſuffer'd to imprint thoſe proper Effects 
upon the Sick, which are ſo needful in ſo 
important a Miniſtration.

H E Firſt Duty to be rightly ſtated 

to the Sick Man, is that of Repen- 
tance, in which the Miniſters cannot be 
more ſerviceable*to him, than by laying 
before him a regular Scheme of it, and ex- 
horting him, at the ſame time, to a Free 
and Ingenuous Declaration of the State of 
his Soul. For unleſs They know the Man-

out it, to be ſure, there can be no fuch 
Thing. For how can a Man repent of that 
which he is not ſorry for? Or how can an 
one ſincerely ask Pardon and Forgiveneſs, | 
for what he is not concern'd or troubled 
about? N Y 9 
Contrition then is the firſt Part of a true 
Repentance, the Neceſſity whereof may 
be ſeen from the grievous and abominable 
Aggravations of Sin; as, 1. That it made 
fo wide a Separation betwixt God and 
Man, that nothing but the Blood of his 
only begotten Son could ſuffice to atone 
for its mtolerable Guilt. 2. That it carries 
along with it the baſeſt Ingratitude, as be- 
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ing done againſt out heavenly Fathef, 


in whom we live and move and have our Be- 
ing. 3. That the Confequence of it is no- 
thing leſs than eternal Ruin, in that the 
Wrath of God is revealed againſt all impeni- 
tent Sinners, and the Wages of Sin is Death, 
not only Temporal but Eternal. F

For can that 
Which caſt our Parents out of Paradice: at 
firſt; that brought down the Son of God 
from Heaven, and put him to ſuch a cruel 
and ſhameful Death, be now done away by 
a ſingle Tear or a Groan? Can fo baſe a 
Piece of Ingratitude, as rebelling againſt 
the Lord of Glory, who gives us all we 
have, be ſuppos'd to be pardon'd by a ſlen- 
der Submiſſion?

- True Repentance there ſore is ever ac- 
companied with a deep and afflicting Sor- 
row; a Sorrow that will break the Heart in 
Pieces, and make us ſo irreconcilable to Sin, 
as that we ſhall chuſe rather to Die than to 
Live in it.

And becauſe the Number of our Sins, 
are like the Hairs of our Head, or the Sand 
of the Sea, and almoſt as various too in 
their Kinds as their Numbers; Confeffion 
muſt needs be a very extenſive Duty, and 
require the ſtricteſt Care and Examination 
of our ſelves. For who can tell how oft he 
offendeth? ſaith David, O cleanſe tho me 

rom my ſecret Faults ! LET hs 

The Penitent, therefore, ſhould be re- 
minded, that his Confeſſion be as minute 
and particular as it can; ſince the more 
particular the Confeſſion is, to be ſure the 
more ſincere and fafe the Repentance. 

And not only ta God, but to Man like- 
wiſe, in ſeveral Inſtances, is our Confeſſion 
due ; For ſo we are expreſly commanded by 
St. James, to confeſs our Faults one to another, 
Ch. 5. 16. And both Jews and Chrift;ans 
we find, began their Repentance with this. 
Thus when Jeruſalem, and all Judea, and 
all the Region round about Jordan, were 
converted by the Preaching of John the 
Baptiſt, the Text ſays, They went out to him 
and were baptized of him in Jordan, confeſ- 
ſing their Sins, Mat. 3. 5, 6. So the Greeks 
and Jews of Epheſus, that were Converted 
to Chriſtianity by the Preaching of St. Paul, 
made their Entrance into it, by Confeſſiou 
of their Sint, and Declaration of their Deeds, 
AQs 19.18, . And 
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And this is the beſt Teſt that any one 
can give of his Humility, Sinceriry, and 
Converſion, when he thus judges and 
condemns himſelf, and gives Glory to God, 
as tis particularly ſo called in the Caſe of 
Achan. By Confeſſing our Sins in this Man- 
ner, we effectually kill the Root of Pride, 
and acknowledge the Juſtice of God, in pu- 
niſhing us: And by ſuch an Act of Judg- 
ing our ſelves here, we prevent the more 
angry Judgment of God hereafter; for = 
would judge our ſelves, as St. Paui ſays, 1 Cor. 
11. 31. we ſhould not be judged: of the Lord. 
Ihe Penitent therefore ſhould. be inſtru- 
cted, that all Sins which require particular 
Acts of Reſtitution, ought to be . confeſs'd 
to the injur*d Party, and Satisfaction made. 
* That in caſe of great Inconveniencies 
(where no real Benefit can accrue to G 
or Man by it) or in impoſſible Caſes of do- 
ing it, (as by the Death or Abſence of the 
Party, Cc.) the Confeſſion and Satisfaction 
is tlien to be made in the moſt prudential 
Manner, and to the moſt proper Perſog.

And this is it, which makes a Death- 
bed Repentance fo juſtly reckoned by all 
Divines, to be very full of Hazards; ſuch as 
none who deter it till then, can depend up- 
on, with any real Security, For let a Man 
be never ſo ſeemingly penitent in the day of 
his Viſitation, yet none but God can tell 
whether it be ſincere or not; ſince nothing 
is more common than for thoſe who ex- 
preſſed the greateſt Signs of a laſting Re- 
pentance, upon a ſick Bed, to forget all 
their Vows and Promiſes of Amendment, 
as ſoon as God had remov'd the Judg- 

ment, and reſtor'd them to their former 
Health. If happen d to them according to the 
true Proverb, as St. Peter ſays, The Dog is 
turned to his own Vomit again, and the Sow 
that was waſhed to her wallowing in the Mire, 
2 Pet.

The ſick Penitent, therefore, ſhould be 
often reminded of this; * That nothing 
will be look'd upon as true Repentarice,

* That therefore he ought to take great

But here tis much to be fear*d; that after 

all his Endeavours to bring Men to a

For if we look round the World, we {hall 
find the Generality of Men to be of 4 rude 
Indifferency, and a ſeared Conſcience, and

certain General and Indefinite Confeſſion; 
fo that if you provoke them never fo much 
to acknowledge their Faults, you ſhall Hard-

than this, viz. That they are Sinners, as e- 
very. Man hath his Infirmity, and they as well 
as any; but, God be thanked: they baue

This 
happens in the Caſes of Drunkenneſs and 
Luxury, and Idleneſs, and miſpending of 
the Sabbath, and in Lying and vain Jeſt- 
ings, and Slanderings of others; anq; par- 
ticalarly in ſuch Evils as the Laws do not 
puniſh, nor publick Cuſtoms ſhame, but 
which are countenanced-by potent Singers 
or wicked Faſhions, or mature, an 
miſtaken Civilit ies.

3. Let the ſick Man, in the Scrutiny of his 
Conſcience and Confeſſion of his Sins, he 
earefully reminded to conſider thoſe Sins, 
which are no where condemn'd but in the 
Court of Conſcitnce. For there are certain 
ſecret Places of Darkneſs, artificial Blinds 
of the Devil, with which he uſes to hide 
our Sins from us, and to incorporate them 
into our Affections, by the general Pra- 
ice of others, and the miſtaken Notions 
of the World. As, 1:2Many Sins before 
Men are accounted hohourable; ſuch as, 


Fighting a Duel, returaing Evil for Evil, 


Blow for Blow, &c. Robbing with a Navy, 
or unjuſtly-invading a Neighbour Coun- 
try by Force of Arms, '& +.

Wherefore 
it concerns the Miniſter, in all theſe Caſes, 
to pull off th: Vizor, and rightly-to diſtin- 
guiſh betwixt a real and a ſeeming Virtue, 

8. The Sick Perſon is likewiſe to be ex- 
amined concerning his Faith, whether he 
firmly believes, and has a true Notion of all 
the Articles of the Chriſtian Religion, as 
they are excelleatly ſum'd up in the Apo- 
ſtles Creed: For in order to Salvation, it is 
indiſpeaſably required of us, that we ſhould 
Believe as well as Do aright. And there- 
fore the Miniſter ought to be as particular 
in this caſe, as the former; eſpecially with 

regard to che great and fundamental Arti- 
cles of our Faith. _— 

9. With reſpect to his temporal Con- 
cerns, the Sick is to be adviſed to ſer ev? 
thing in order, and (if he hath not alrea- 
dy) to make his Will as ſoon as he can.

I When the ſpiritual Man hath thus 
diſcharg?d his Duty, and the Sick hath 
made nimſelf capable of it, by a religious 
and holy Conformity to all the foremention- 
ed Particulars, reſpecting his Condition 
and Circumſtances, he may then give him

Theſe Conſiderations may be of Service 
to bind up the broken hearted, and to ſtreng- 
then the bruiſed Reed of a good Man's Spi- 
rit, in ſo great and terrible a Dejection.

rarely to be inſiſted upon; and never, but 

to well. diſposꝰd Perſons, or reformed Peni- 

tents, or to ſuch as in the general Courſe of 
their Life, have lived pretty ſtrict and 

conformable to the Rules of Religion.

SECT. V. 
Confiderations againſt Preſumption. 


A ND here, Let the bold and Arro- 

gant Sinner further know, * That

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beral, when we are looſe and fooliſh in our 
Expences, Cc. * That it is not eaſie to di- 
ſtinguiſh between the Virtues of Nature, 
and the Virtues of Choice ; but oftentimes 
a Man ſhall expect the Reward of Tem- 
perance, when *tis againſt his Nature to 
be drunk; and think himſelf Chaſt and 
Reſerv'd by abſtaining from the Mar- 
riage- bed, when 'tis only the effects of 
a moroſe Diſpoſition, or elſe out of ſome 
temporal end or other, Cc. * Thar 
the Devil hath ten thouſand ways of 
leading us into Temptation, by the moſt 
fly and imperceptible Means; and that 
no Man can tell how oft he offendeth; in- 
ſomuch as if we have liv'd never ſo ſtrict 
a Life, we have reaſon to fear, that our 
Accounts may ſwell beyond the hopes 
of Pardon, by the number of our petty 
Sins and Infirmities, which all are too apt 
to indulge themſelves in: For an Army 
of Flies and Vermin, may deſtroy all 
the Hopes of the Harveſt, as well as an 
Army of Soldiers; and a Man may be 
drown'd as ſoon by a Bag of Sand about 
his Neck as a Milſtone. * That the 
ſelf-accuſing Publican was juſtify'd, ra- 
ther than the ſell-confident -Phariſee,

che Family of Chriſt, Jadas among the 
twelve Apolttes, and Nicholas among the 
Deacons ; and if the Angels in Heaven it 
ſelf, did fall ſo grofly and foully ; then we 
have all the reaſon-in the World not to be 
higl minded, but to fear; and when we are 
moſt confident of our ſelves to fake heed leſt 
we full; there being nothing ſo likely to 
occaſion it, as Pride and great Opini- 
ons of our ſelves, which ruin'd the An- 
gels, which God reſiſts, which all Men 
deſpiſe, and which betray us into Careleſ- 
neſs, and a wretchleſs, undiſcerning, and 
unwary Spirit. 


Theſe are the main parts of Eccleſiaſti- 
cal Duties and Offices in the Viſitation of 
the Sick, which being ſeverally perform'd, 
as occaſion requires, it remains only, that 
the Miniſter pray over the Sick, and remind 
him to do good AQtions, as he is capable 
of; to call upon God for Pardon; to put 
his whole Truſt in him; to be patient and 
reſign'd, and even, ro renounce every ill 
Thought or Word, or undecent Action, 
which the Violence of his Sickneſs may 
have cauſed in him; to beg of God to give 
him his holy Spirit, to guide him in his 
Agony, and to ſend his holy Angels to 
guard him in his Paſſage. 
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54 The Manner of Viſting the Sick, 
Whatſoever is beſides this, concerns the 


Standers by, that they do all in their re- 
ſpeQive Qffices diligently and temperate- 


ly: That they join in Prayer with the Mi- 


niſter with much Charity and Devotion: 
That they make no Outcries or Exclama- 
tions in the departure of the Soul; nor 
any poſitive Judgment concerning the Dy- 
ing Man: By his dying quietly or violent- 
ly, with great Fears or a cheerful Confi- 
dence, with Senſe or without; like a Lamb 
or like a Lion, with Convulſions and terri- 
ble Agonies, or like the ſilent and well- 
_ Flame of an expiring Taper. For 
theſe may happen ſeverally, according to 
the Conſtitution of the Perſons, and the 
Nature of the Diſtemper that befals them, 
or elſe according as God pleaſes to diſpenſe 
the Grace, or the Puniſhment, for Reaſons 


only known to himſelf.
